lir . Mayor,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  yeo.r  ended  31st 
December , 1943 . 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  report  is  based  upon  statistics 
compiled  during  the  period  of  office  of  my  predecessor,  who 
unfortunately  was  taken  ill  at  the  end  of  October . 

In  conformity  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
this  report  has  been  abridged,  and  certain  information  has  been 
omitted  for  the  purposes  of  secrecy  during  the  was?.  However, 
the  calculations  have  been  made,  and  a typed  copy  of  the  results 
is  circulated  on  a special  confidential  sheet. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  infectious  diseases  were  reasonably 
lovj  di-iring  the  year.  The  attendances  at  the  various  clinics  have 
been  good,  and  the  same  niimbcr  of  clinics  v/ere  held  as  in  pre-war 
times.  The  Infant  Mortality  has  dropped  to  a low  figure, 

9 deaths  only  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The  Birth  Rate  .. 
per  thousand  of  population  has  increased  from  14*4  in  1942  to  17*5 
in  1943.  The  Death  Rate  has  risen  to  18*5,  but  is  not  corrected 
for  ago  and  sex.  The  absence  of  3roung  people  has  an  adverse 
bearing  on  this  figure. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  in  general  is  still  very  good, 
and  especially  so  in  the  case  of  the  school  children  - in  the 
Routine  Medical  Inspection  of  school  children  98^  were  found  to 
have  ^Excellent”  or  ^’Normal”  nutrition,  and  none  with  ”Bad” 
nutrition. 

Te  mji^  colleagues  in  the  Medical  Profession  I t'ender  thanks 
for  their  co-operation,  in  spite  of  the  stress  under  which  they 
are  working.

Arrangements  for  Dental,  Orthopaedic, ^ etc.,  Cases . 

The  Local  Authorit3^  has  an  arrangement  with  dental  surgeons 
in  the  Borough  whereby  cases  requiring  treatment  are  referred  to 
them  by  the  Medical  Officer.  V^here  the  income  is  below  a certain 
scale  the  necessary  treatment  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  to 
the  patient.  During  the  year  I had  no  cases  to  recommend.
